Based on documents 1-10 cited in the international search report and on newly cited documents 11-13, the 
inventions of claims 1-12 lack an inventive step. 

Document 1 (pages 2-6), document 2 (page 14), and document 3 (pages 2 to 3) describe a patch that has an 
adhesive layer that contains a 2-amino-l-(2',5 , -dimethoxy phenyl) ethanol adhesive, and it states that many 
attempts have been made to prepare various medications into agents that are absorbed percutaneously with the 
purpose of obtaining slow release or sustained release of the drug (if necessary, see documents 11-13). 

As described in document 4 (pages 3 and 4), document 5 (page 4, lines 21 to 36), document 6 (column 6), 
document 7 (pages 1 and 2), document 8 (page 1), document 9 (pages 1 to 3), and document 10 (pages 1 to 2), 
when preparing a patch to administer an active ingredient to the circulatory system, etc., it is widely known that 
a patch in which a non-crosslinked adhesive layer (A) that contains the active ingredient is laminated onto one 
side of a support, and a crosslinked adhesive layer (B) is laminated on top of adhesive layer (A) is desirable 
because it provides excellent slow release and sustained efficacy of the drug. Therefore, this examination finds 
no particular inventiveness is needed to use a constitution in which the adhesive layer is the 2-amino-l-(2 , ,5 f - 
dimethoxy phenyl) ethanol adhesive described in document 1, etc. 

In addition, the inventions of claims 1-12 provide no particularly outstanding effect that cannot be predicted 
from the descriptions in documents 1-13. 

Furthermore, as described in documents 1-13, the crosslinking agent, adhesive, absorption promoter, 
solvent, support, and ratios thereof in claims 2-12 are conventional and in that respect no particular 
inventiveness is needed. 
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
